Our Boots was the top 2-year-old of his 
year by the consensus of Daily Racing Form’s 
staff. He started six times and was never 
unplaced, winning three races, including the 
Belmont Futurity (by one and three-quarter 
lengths, beating King Cole, Whirlaway, and 
others) and the Futurity Trial (by three and 
one-half lengths, beating Springwood, New 
World, Laatokka, Whirlaway, etc.).

Altogether he won three of his nine starts at 
three, was once second, once third. At the 
end of two seasons of racing he had been un- 
placed in only four of 15 races, had met 
Whirlaway eight times, had won and lost 
four matches with the world’s greatest 
money-winner.

Frank Nitti'’s Stock 


ATELY the newspapers have carried two 

stories whose significance is not readily seen 
until they are laid side by side. One concerns 
the effort of baseball’s high commissioner Judge 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis to oust George D. 
Widener as a minor stockholder in the Philadel- 
phia club of the National League. The other 
concerns the estate of the Chicago gang leader 
Frank Nitti, who killed himself after an indict- 
ment for extortion had been filed against him 
and eight others. Among the assets of the de- 
parted thug was a contract for the sale of $50,- 
000 worth of stock in the Gables Racing Asso- 
ciation (Tropical Park). 

The head man of the best track in the best 
league in racing is not good enough to have a 
minor role in the worst club of one of the base- 
ball leagues. But the head man of one of the 
worst rackets in the annals of crime was perfectly 
welcome in racing. That is a most generous ap- 
plication of the adage that on the Turf, as well 
as under it, all men are equal. 

We are not familiar with the logical steps by 
which Judge Landis reached the conclusion that 
one of the most respected men in racing should 
be thrown out of baseball's cellar. Among the 
people of racing there is no occasion to discuss 
the merits of such an issue. But there remains 
the fact that George D. Widener and Frank Nitti 
were both stockholders in race tracks. Is it pos- 
sible that Judge Landis sought to draw the line 
at Widener partly in order to exclude Nitti? 

Baseball prepares to purge itself of a man 
against whom there is no charge except that he 
is associated with racing. To those who know 
the high traditions of our own sport at its best 
it sounds rather silly. But before we dismiss 
Judge Landis as a prissy old man with a foolish 
prejudice, let us consider the decency and the 
good name of our own house. We may need a 
little of that righteous indignation among  our- 
selves. Does anyone suppose that a gangster’s 
owning stock in a race track is calculated to ad- 
vance the interests of racing? Or of the state?

In racing, however, we don’t have a prissy old 
man who can order us around. That is not an 
unmixed blessing. We have state racing commis- 
The commissioners are not always poli- 
ticians, but they are always appointed by poli- 
ticians. Some politicians are not above exchang- 
ing favors with gangsters. Otherwise we would 
have no gangsters; there is no gangsterism with- 
out corrupt politics. Where the rackets are 
most prosperous, there the politicians are the 
most corrupt. 

Hence, if racing wants protection against its 
own wolves, it must be obtained through politi- 
cians, or eventually from the people. This is a 
conclusion which terrifies even the wise men of 
racing. They know the people do not understand 
this vast and intricate sport. They know that 
the people, when they do not understand, some- 
times react violently, and destroy the whole when 
only a part is at fault. Let sleeping dogs lie, 
they say; let lying dogs sleep. 

We'd rather see them take the chance. If a 
housecleaning is needed, we believe the people 
will be less revolted by what is swept out the 
docr than by leaving it inside. 

But how can we sweep without a broom? Rac- 
ing has no “czar,”’ nor any possibility of one. It 
has no legal means of distinguishing between a 
chaplain and a crook, since many of our ablest 
crooks are too strong politically to go to jail. 

We don’t know the answer there. But we be- 
lieve that, as a preliminary step, race tracks 
should be required to publish the names of all 
stockholders—the real names of the real stock- 
holders. Further, we believe they should be re- 
quired to publish financial statements, as banks 
do. Nowhere in racing should there be room for 
a question of fair dealing with the public’s money. 

In justice to Florida’s racing commission and 
Tropical Park, it should be remembered that the 
ownership and control of the track has been 
changed, presumably as the result of “heat’’ ap- 
plied by the commission. In justice to racing, it 
should be said that there are not many gangsters 
who hold stock in race tracks. In simple justice, 
there should be none at all.

It's Mighty Plain 


ROBABLY not many breeders remember 

Overton H. (Uncle Ovie) Chenault, who once 
owned a piece of Fair Play’s grandsire, Spend- 
thrift. But his memory is perpetuated in Lex- 
ington by a circumstance not exactly connected 
with horse racing. Uncle Ovie was playing a 
pretty difficult hand of bridge, or maybe it was 
whist because it was a long time ago, up at the 
Lexington Club, and he played it none too well, 
dropping a couple of tricks he should have taken. 
Two or three hoots (or kibitzers, if this is a local 
term for the genre) seated behind him snickered 
among themselves and after the hand was over 
began telling him how matters should have been 
managed. “It’s mighty plain to me,” said Uncle 
Ovie, reaching for his back pocket, “that all the 
smart in this club aren’t in this whist 
game.” According to club tradition, that was 
the last time Ovie had a talking hoot. 


This reminiscence was inspired by reading some 
notes in a column conducted by Henry McKenna 
in the Boston Herald. Mr. McKenna may be more 
or less absolved, perhaps, because he was quot- 
ing someone (“a prominent sportsman”), and 
possibly the ideas expressed, etc., were not neces- 
sarily those of the management. This sportsman, 
of course, may be prominent in yacht racing, la- 
crosse, curling, or (since it was Massachusetts) 
dog racing, but he could hardly have been well 
acquainted with horse racing. 

Because he was giving the Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Associations hell for not getting things done. 
“Why doesn’t the TRA settle on a purse premium 
for all mile tracks and stop all this squabbling ?” 
quoth he. You get a slide rule and figure a uni- 
form purse for Keeneland with a $140,000 daily 
pari-mutuel average and Belmont Park with $1,- 
700,000; for Churchill Downs with a $2,500 daily 
license fee and Pimlico with a drag of $9,000 a 
day plus two per cent of the play plus 15 per cent 
of the net profit; for New York with a 4 per cent 
take-out, Arkansas with 10 per cent, and Louisi- 
ana with a sliding scale. There were some more 
gems, such as appointing stewards responsible only 
to The Jockey Club, a step to which there is only 
one barrier—the racing laws of all the states 
which have racing. 


But this bystander’s interest is less with in- 
dividual and easily exposed absurdities than with 
the over-all idea that the TRA, because it has 
not taken all the obvious forward steps which 
are desirable, is failing in its task. The same ob- 
jection was made repeatedly to the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners. This is 
an unfair criticism, in either case, because it 
overlooks the enormous difficulties which con- 
front any national racing organization. An anal- 
ogy with baseball, usually offered with this sort 
of thinking, is as false as a feed-box tip, because 
baseball is made up of clubs which play each 
other and in which every club is vitally necessary 
to every other in the same league, and because 
baseball is not legally restricted, as racing is. 
If, for instance, the frequently rumored “racing 
czar’ were appointed (who'd appoint him, by 
the way ?), he would have no authority at all un-

NEW YORK 


Jamaica 


ECORDS which fell at Jamaica last week 

were purely local, and in a sense not even 
that. The biggest day, as to betting, was Satur- 
day, October 16, when the turnover was $2,480,- 
231. This was a record for the Metropolitan 
Jockey Club, but not for the track, the distinction 
being that higher totals were registered at Ja- 
maica when Empire City was holding its sum- 
mer meeting there. But for the first week the 
attendance averaged 21,414 daily, and the aver- 
age betting was $1,783,238. This is very close 
to the New York record, of course, but it includes 
all three of Jamaica’s biggest days, and the 
average for the meeting will be less. Jamaica 
ends its program with the racing of October 20, 
and New York racing passes then into the cus- 
tody of the Empire City Racing Association, 
though it does not leave the Jamaica track. 

The October 16 program was filled with sur- 
prises, and bettors had the not very enviable ex- 
perience of watching four consecutive favorites 
wind up in second place, including all three of 
the stakes events. In addition to these, there 
was a Class C handicap at six furlongs, won by 
Charles Stern’s Happy Note, by *Happy Argo, 
and a maiden race in which Lazy F Ranch’s 
Briarhone, by *Sir Gallahad III, graduated with 
a front-running victory. The other races were 
under claiming conditions. Form was not actual- 
ly particularly bad, for of the seven races, three 
went to favorites and one to a second choice. 

The Correction Handicap and Gallant Fox 
Handicap, the latter coming on closing day, are 
the remaining stakes events of the Jamaica meet- 
ing. Empire City will run the Autumn Day 
Stakes on its opening card October 21, the Tarry- 
town Claiming Stakes the following day, and the 
Saturday program includes the New Rochelle and 
Ardsley Handicaps, the latter with $10,000 added.

The class of the race, leaving weights aside, 
rather obviously lay in the two 3-year-olds, Slide 
Rule and Occupation, and bettors threw out Oc- 
cupation’s last previous race, a sprint at Wash- 
ington Park in which he ran fifth under 120 
pounds, and made him favorite for the Interbor- 
ough. He broke well, following the pace of Over- 
drawn. After a quarter-mile Occupation began 
to lose ground and Equistar moved into second 
place. The leading three went in this order into 
the last furlong, the distances between them nar- 
rowing, but a new threat came from Slide Rule, 
which had settled in his stride, then moved up 
steadily, and was ready for a drive when the 
real racing began. He had much too much for 
the others, drew away easily. Overdrawn just 
managed to outfinish Equistar, with Occupation 
dropping back. It was a second upset of the 
same sort for Slide Rule, which beat Occupation 
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for the Cowdin Stakes last year, just as the *Bull 
Dog colt seemed at the peak of his form. 

Slide Rule, whose principal success this season 
was his victory in the Classic Stakes, has started 
24 times, won nine races, finished second four 
times, third twice, and has earned $108,885, not 
including the Continental Handicap (see page 
470). His pedigree and family particulars ap- 
peared in THE BLOOD-HoRSE of April 17, page 540. 
He has also won the Experimental and Peter Pan

When the Remsen Handicap drew so many en- 
tries (22 before scratches) that it could not be 
run in one division, it was drawn into two, with 
Dance Team and Lucky Draw, the two highest 
weights of the handicap, falling into different di- 
visions.

Pimlico Prospers 


HE first seven days of the 30-day meeting in 

progress at Pimlico found that track enjoy- 
ing an unexampled prosperity. On October 16 
betting went up to $1,047,692, though the weather 
was not particularly good, and for the first seven 
days, including two Saturdays, the daily pari- 
mutuel average was $842,045. The current meet- 
ing, of course, is not an affair of the Maryland 
Jockey Club alone; it represents a fusion of the 
regular fall meetings at Laurel Park, Bowie, 
Havre de Grace, and Pimlico. It is a circum- 
stance none too well taken in Maryland that the 
policy of piddling with dates and of shilly-shally- 
ing with politics has resulted in curtailing the 
season in the most prosperous year that racing 
has ever had. 

The October 16 program was featured by the 
Havre de Grace Handicap, won in fine style by 
Louis B. Mayer’s *Blenheim II colt Thumbs Up. 
A highly interesting supporting event was the 
Junior Miss Purse, a $2,500 event which drew 
Miss Beatrice MacGuire’s Bee Mac, along with 
the Calumet entry of Twilight Tear and Miss 
Keeneland. The running, however, was hardly 
to expectation, for Bee Mac broke down after a 
quarter-mile and was taken from the track in a 
horse ambulance, Twilight Tear tired after mak- 
ing the pace, and Miss Keeneland, aside from 
closing a little ground near the end, did nothing, 
so that the entry finished third and fourth. Win- 
ner was Cedar Farm’s Red Wonder, a roan filly 
by *Foray II—No Risk, bred by A. B. Hancock 
and sold to Milky Way Farm last year for $3,500. 
A Grade C race for fillies and mares at a mile 
and 70 yards went to Flamingo Farm’s Baby 
Darling, by Burgoo King, this being the first of 
two winners during the day bred by Idle Hour 
Stock Farm. 

Four stakes are scheduled for the second full 
week at Pimlico, the most important being the 
$20,000 Washington Handicap on October 23, at 
1346 miles.

With Regards began with his usual speed and 
rapidly opened up what looked like a command- 
ing lead, being seven lengths in front after a 
half mile. Shut Out was off well but was light- 
ly restrained in fourth place, behind Bold Captain 
and Anticlimax, then came steadily forward on 
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the outside. He was cutting into With Regards’ 
lead coming into the stretch, and the leader went 
wide, losing considerable ground. Arcaro cut 
for the rails with Shut Out, and the Equipoise 
colt closed willingly. He found a stubborn op- 
ponent, but in the late stages he got up to win, 
running the distance only one-fifth second slow- 
er than the track record. Son of Peace closed 
steadily to be third, with Daily Trouble finishing 
fast in fourth place. 

Shut Out, winner of the Wilson Stakes during 
the Saratoga meeting this year, has started 35 
times, won 15 races, finished second five times, 
third twice, and has earned $287,607.

HONOR FOR COLONEL WINN 


P to this year, in an annual series of testi- 

monial dinners which began in 1932, the 
Thoroughbred Club of America has devoted its 
attention mainly to breeders in choosing its guest 
of honor. This year it departs from that tradi- 
tion to honor for the first time a race track oper- 
ator, Martin J. Winn—Colonel Matt Winn, as he 
is known to the Turf. 

Announcement that Colonel Winn would be the 
honored guest was made last Saturday by the 
club’s President James C. Stone. The dinner 
will be held at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, 
Saturday, November 13, two days before the 
opening of the Lexington Fall Sales. As usual, 
invitations will be mailed out to many horsemen 
and other friends of Colonel Winn, but anyone 
who wishes to attend may do so, at $5 a plate. 
A committee had considered a repetition of last 
year’s sale of stallion fees in terms of war bond 
purchases, but decided not to include this feature 
in the program. 

Colonel Winn, 82-year-old head of the Ameri- 
can Turf Association, has seen every running of 
the Kentucky Derby, has been largely responsi- 
ble for the last forty, and for more than forty 
years has been one of the most prominent figures 
in the promotions of American racing. A dis- 
tinguishing characteristic of his career is that he 
has managed, in difficult situations, to get things 
done. This year, when the Office of Defense 
Transportation in Washington suggested that the 
Kentucky Derby ought not to be run Colonel 
Winn stood his ground, found the way to run the 
Derby without impairing the war effort, rolled 
back what horsemen feared might have been the 
beginning of an unnecessary cutback in racing. 
Apparently that gesture, as much as his long 
career, made him the man of the year to the 
Thoroughbred Club.

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KENTUCKY 
Churchill Downs 


TJ\HE short fall season of Kentucky racing open- 

ed October 16 at Churchill Downs. This is 
not technically the Churchill Downs meeting, 
which opens October 23, as the first six days are 
being run for the benefit of the national war 
fund. 

On opening day there was rain and mud, and 
the crowd was only about 9,000. Betting was 
just under $300,000. On the first Monday, Octo- 
ber 18, the weather was fine and about 7,000 
were out, with betting approximately $250,000. 
These figures do not look large after a season of 
New York betting figures, as well as records else- 
where, but they are far ahead of 1942 figures at 
Churchill Downs, and the meeting there seems 
to be likely to beat last year by about the same 
proportion that support has gone up elsewhere. 
A display of military equipment in action was 
curtailed on opening day because of the soggy 
ground (the military didn’t mind, but Tom Young, 
superintendent of the track, did), and much of 
the demonstration was held October 18, with flame 
throwers in operation and light tanks maneuver- 
ing in the infield. 

The opening day’s program was featured by the 
Autumn Handicap, which Valdina Farm’s *Round- 
ers took, as expected, but by a very scant mar- 
gin. An allowance race for 3-year-olds was won 
by Dixiana’s Spy Snare, by Questionnaire—Mata 
Hari, and the maiden event went to another Val- 
dina horse, the roan colt *Valdina Zenith, by 
*Mahmoud. 

The stakes feature on October 23 will be the 
Breeders’ Futurity, transferred from Keeneland.

Hawthorne Closes 


Ht 35-day fall meeting at Hawthorne ended 

with the racing of October 16, the closing 
program featured by the Illinois Owners’ Handi- 
cap, an affair restricted to horses owned by resi- 
dents of the State, and up for its fourteenth 
running. Night Shadow, a Tennessee-bred filly 
trained by Bob McGarvey, and running in his 
wife’s ownership, was a fairly comfortable win- 
ner. The remainder of the nine-race card was 
made up of claiming events. 

Racing in Chicago now passes to half-mile 
Sportsman’s Park, where there will be 18 days 
of racing of only local interest. The first 12 days 
make up the regular meeting, the final six being 
devoted to the community and war fund (75 per 
cent), the Chicago Servicemen’s Center (12% 
cent), and the Illinois Veterans’ services (12% 
per cent). These six days will also be conducted 
by the National Jockey Club, but only as agents 
for the three charities. 

The granting of the extra days represents a 
tour de force not exactly clear to the non-legal 
mind. The National Jockey Club asked the IIli- 
nois Racing Board for the six days. The Board 
wrote the Illinois attorney general, pointing out 
that the legal racing season ended October 3u, 
but asking “your opinion as to whether the Ilii- 
nois Racing Board could . . . issue a license to 
Sportsman’s Park”’ for the extra racing. Attor- 
ney General Barrett answered, “It is my opinion 
that the Illinois Racing Board is empowered by 
law to grant a license for a race meeting during 
the period suggested.”

Racing and the Law 


At the regular meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, at the Lafayette Hotel, Lexing- 
ton, on October 16, members heard Gayle A. 
Mohney, Lexington attorney and member of the 
club, speak on legal matters connected with rac- 
ing. Mr. Mohney said that he had noted that a 
great many affairs in racing were settled by a 
sort of horseme”’s common law, and that many 
horsemen not only did not appeal to the law of 
the courts but actually resented the intrusion of 
courts into their disputes. 

He mentioned, however, a number of circum- 
stances in which this procedure left no legal pro- 
tection to horsemen. A particular instance is 
that of infants’ contracts (in Kentucky this means 
a contract in which one party is under 21), which 
Kentucky courts have held can be voided by the 
infant. Mr. Mohney backed this up by a suit 
brought in the early career of Mack Garner, in 
which a previous contract proved to have no 
value when the young rider got a better offer. 

Mr. Mohney pointed out that the remedy for 
this condition is an exact following of the state 
law on apprenticeship, with a guardian appoint- 
ed by the courts on behalf of the minor. It is 
also true, he said, that a minor's father and 
mother are legally entitled to any wages he earn- 
ed, and that there is no defense against such 
claims. The remedy, he said, is to secure waivers 
of such claims in advance from the parents. In 
connection with the employment of young exer- 
cise boys and the like, Mr. Mohney pointed out 
that in cases where there was some doubt that 
a boy was as old as he claimed to be, an employer 
could protect himself by obtaining a certificate 
of age from the state superintendent of public 
education. 

Tm connection with the sale of horses, Mr. Moh- 
ney pointed out that it is generally recogniz- 
ed in law that a sale must involve some pay- 
ment, delivery of the horse, or a written contract, 
and he quoted an instance in which a horse, pur- 
chased by verbal agreement and left with the 
original owner for a time, was legally refused by 
the purchaser. Mr. Mohney spoke also of work- 
man’s compensation laws, and advised horsemen 
to clear up their individual positions in this re- 
spect. He also discussed the status of free 


lance jockeys, who recently in an Illinois district 
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court were held to be independent contractors, 
but who have been held by other courts to be 
employees. 

Before Mr. Mohney’s address, President James 
C. Stone reported briefly on the club’s project 
for giving mares to members of the 4-H Club 
for the purpose of breeding mules and work stock. 
He said 11 mares had been donated this year, 
with four more promised, and urged members to 
give their culls to this project, instead of dis- 
posing of them at necessarily low prices. 


KINDERGARTEN'S FOAL 


ELBOURNE, September 5.—When Volume 

14 of the New Zealand Stud Book makes its 

appearance in the very near future it will con- 

tain a 1942 foaling return by the mare Blue 

Vision whose bay colt, foaled in that year, is re- 

corded officially as being by Kincardine or Kin- 
dergarten, a son of Kincardine. 

This recording will certainly revive the contro- 
versy about the capability of the New Zealand 
champion, Kindergarten, of siring a foal. As I 
have explained often in the columns of THE 
BLooD-HORSE, Kindergarten is a double crypt- 
orchid, or what is termed in the U. S. a “ridge- 
ling,” and whether it is biologically possible for 
such a horse to become sire of a foal is a subject 
of considerable dispute among veterinary author- 
ities both in New Zealand and Australia. 

Many authorities in the two countries are keen- 
ly interested in this breeding problem and some 
of them do not care to express a definite opinion. 

One of the leading veterinary surgeons in Mel- 
bourne—-he happens to hold some of the best 
German diplomas it is possible to acquire—said 
it would be impossible for Kindergarten to have 
sired a foal after his 3-year-old days while still 
remaining true to his original description of a 
double cryptorchid. 

In New Zealand it has been claimed that the 
odds against impregnation are about 1000 to 
1 and such a happeving, they claim, would be 
genetical fluke. 

Blue Vision is owned by E. N. Fitzgerald of 
Gisborne, N. Z. In the covering season of 1941 
she was mated with Kincardine, but as she was 
in season several weeks later when Kindergarten 
had returned from his unsuccessful trip to Syd- 
ney—it was then thought he would never race 
again—-Blue Vision was mated with him also. 
The return was accordingly made for her. In 
1942 she dropped a foal, a bay in color. Kinder- 
garten is not mentioned in any other foaling re- 
turns from Mr. Fitzgerald’s establishment. 

In Thoroughbred breeding where paternity is 
in question because of dual coverings, the foal 
is always credited as being the produce of the 
last mating, so according to tradition, the Blue 
Vision colt will be recognized officially as a son 
of Kindergarten. 

I think that Kentucky’s large army of breeders 
will have quite a lot of discussions on this point 
and perhaps from their experiences and sound 
knowledge, we will eventually hear in Australia 
some expert American opinions on this much 
debated problem.

*Sun Briar's Career Closes 


HEN the famed Court Manor Stud of the 

late Willis Sharpe Kilmer was dispersed in 
the fall of 1940, two of Mr. Kilmer’s old favorites, 
Exterminator and *Sun Briar, were moved from 
the Virgi: ia nursery to Sun Briar Court at Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., to spend their remaining days in 
honored retirement. Exterminator had been the 
greatest horse to carry the Kilmer silks, *Sun 
Briar was the foundation of his success as a 
breeder. 

Exterminator still thrives, and on occasion has 
made excursions to racing centers to accept the 
plaudits of a fond public. But on Monday, Oc- 
tober 18, *Sun Briar died at the estate which was 
named for him, leaving only Exterminator and 
The Porter as survivors of the history-making 
foals of 1915. 

*Sun Briar was bred in France by the Conte 
G. de Castelbajac. He was a bay horse by the 
noted English sire Sundridge, and was the second 
living foal of the unraced mare Sweet Briar, 
which became *Sweet Briar II when Mr. Kilmer 
imported her in 1919 along with her Sundridge 
foal of that year, which became *Sunreigh, sire 
of Reigh Count. *Sweet Briar II was by St. 
Frusquin out of Presentation, by Orion. To a 
later mating with *Assagai in this country she 
produced another stakes winner and sire, Mint 
Briar. 

The peviod immediately following the rein- 
statement of racing in New York was marked 
by the importation of numerous horses from 
Europe, as breeders and owners here sought to 
replenish the stocks which had been depleted by 
the shutdown in that State. The war in Europe 
had caused many breeders there to sell their 
horses. Among the numerous consignments 
brought to the United States in this period was 
a group of yearlings which Delbert Reiff (brother 
of the famous jockeys, Lester and Johnny) 
brought to Saratoga from France in 1916. *Sun 
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Briar (then named Sunday) was the outstanding 
individual among them, and he was sold to Mr. 
Kilmer for $6,000; only one yearling sold during 
the year brought a higher price. 

Not many greater bargains have come out of 
the yearlings sales in this century. *Sun Briar 
was a distinguished race horse before he became 
a famous sire. As a 2-year-old he was rather 
definitely the best of the season. In nine starts 
he won the Great American, Grand Union Hotel, 
and Hopeful Stakes, the Saratoga Special, and 
the Albany Handicap. He broke down in the 
Hopeful, and the Futurity fell to Papp, which he 
had beaten decisively. *Sun Briar’s earnings at 
two were $59,505. 

At three *Sun Briar was pointed for the Ken- 
tucky Derby by Trainer Henry McDaniel. Partly 
to provide him with a working mate and partly 
to obtain a second string for the Derby, Mr. Mc- 
Daniel and Mr. Kilmer came to Lexington and t 
purchased Exterminator, a rawboned gelding 
which had shown much promise, from J. Calvin 
Milam. When the imported colt failed to take 
his training well Exterminator took his place in 
the Derby field and, aided by his weight allow- 
ance, brought off the victory. (Mr. Kilmer al- 
ways maintained that *Sun Briar could beat Ex- 
terminator “doing a:ything,’’ which was prob- 
ably true; Exterminator’s greatness was not 
achieved until after *Sun Briar had retired from 
racing.) 

Lack of complete soundness apparently pre- 
vented *Sun Briar from the full revelation of his 
class. He was beaten in the first four of his six 
starts at three, wound up with victories in the 
Delaware Handicap and Travers Stakes. In the 
Delaware Handicap he set the still existing track 
record of 1:36145 for a mile in competition at : 
Saratoga. In the Travers he won by a head from 
*Johren, which was conceding him six pounds, 
with the Preakness winner *War Cloud third, 
Exterminator fourth. As a 4-year-old *Sun 
Briar started seven times, won only the Cham- 
plain Handicap, giving Exterminator eight pounds 
and a beating and setting a track record for nine 
furlongs at Saratoga.

thing else. In the paddock at Saratoga one day 
an astonished looker exploded to Trainer Mc- 
Daniel, “You don’t run that horse with those 
ringbones on him, do you?” “No,” said Uncle 
. Henry, “when I run him I take them off and hang 
them up in the barn.” But *Sun Briar did rather 
well; his record for three seasons was 22 starts, 
eight wins, four seconds, five thirds, $74,355 
earned. 

In the stud *Sun Biiar established an enduring 
success for Willis Sharpe Kilmer. He never led 
the sire list—the closest he came to it was third 
in 1930—but year after year his get won large 
amounts and his sons and daughters became 
more important in American breeding. He got 
22 crops of foals (including this year’s five 2- 
i year-olds), 297 registered offspring, an average 
of only 13.5 a year. At the end of 1942 they had 
won $2,345,412, an average of more than $8,000 
per foal—excluding this year’s 2-year-olds, of 
course. 

Among his 34 stakes winners were Sun Beau, 
which held the world’s money-winning record un- 
til he was displaced by Seabiscuit; Pompey, a 
leading racer and successful sire; the unfortunate 
Sunny Man; the Travers winner Sun Flag; the 
gocd fillies Suntica, and Laughing Queen; and 
the sprinter Sun Egret, the best winner of his 
later years. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


HE second purse increase to be put into ef- 

fect since the meeting began became effective 
at Rockingham Park October 16. The meeting 
opened with $900 purses, and after the opening 
week had shown extraordinary support the mini- 
mum was raised to $1,000. Now they have been 
increased again, to $1,200, so that Rockingham 
has the same minimum that was observed at 
Suffolk Downs and Narragansett Park. 

The featured event on October 16 was a 1\4g¢- 
mile handicap, and it drew only four starters, two 
entries coming out because of mud. The odds-on 
favorite and rather easy winner was Mrs. E. 
McCuan’s Wise Moss, a Wise Counsellor mare 
which seems unaware of the distance limitation 
usually associated with the get of her sprinting 
sire. The other races were under claiming con- 
ditions, the best being a sprint for horses run- 
ning to be claimed for from $4,000 to $5,000. The 
winner of this was C. Rufi’s Mintlock, by Snap- 
lock.

If You Can Get the Eggs 


I heard the other day of a new cure for foot- 
sore men and horses with thin-soled “shelly” 
feet.

He was wearing clogs, and he remarked, “I 
couldn’t travel in these things until I broke a 
new-laid egg into each of ’em.” 

I confessed that this was new to me, so he 
went on: “If you have a horse that’s bad on its 
feet, put a couple of eggs well beaten into each 
hoof one night, plaster them over with cow muck 
so that the egg stops in, and he’ll trot as sound 
as a bell all day.”

Virus Abortion 


A more or less invisible scourge of horse breed- 
ing farms is the double-timing contagion known 
as virus abortion, which appears suddenly in a 
band of mares late in the gestation period and, if 
not checked immediately, is likely to destroy a 
farm’s entire crop of foals.

Racing Notes

racing received from THE BLOOD-HORSE corre- 
spondent at Rio de Janeiro.

Racing in Chile 


HE Clasico El Derby, run in the early part of 
the year at Vina del Mar, has already been 
reported, the Argentine-bred Corinto, by Pantera, 
winning by a head from Choker with Taltal third, 
these also being bred in Argentina. Corinto and 
Choker, along with the Derby fourth, Wellington, 
met again in the Clasico Vina del Mar at 2,400 
meters, and among the starters were also the 
good 3-year-old Carnaval, which missed the Derby 
because of training troubles, and the older Sahib, 
which was made favorite off his racing the pre- 
vious season. Carnaval, by Hunter’s Moon (half- 
brother to Hyperion, *Sickle, *Pharamond II), 
made all the pace and won from Choker, with 
Corinto third, and by general esteem these are 
the best colts in Chile, along with Taltal. 
After this race they moved to the Club Hipico 
de Santiago, for the important Clasico Interna- 
cional, at 2,600 meters. The five Vina del Mar 
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starters, along with Taltal, Edgar Poe, and Tata, 
met in this event, and Carnaval was again the 
winner, with Corinto, Wellington, Taltal, Choker, 
Tata, Edgar Poe, and Sahib finishing as named. 
Carnaval, thus the leading Chilean racer, con- 
firmed his rating by taking the Clasico Valpa- 
raiso Sporting Club at Santiago easily, making 
the pace for the entire 2,000 meters. 

At Vina del Mar the Clasico Valparaiso Sport- 
ing Club (not the race named above, at Santia- 
go) saw the last of the great grey racer Filibus- 
tero, which ran in a match with Star Diamond, 
and finished lame and beaten. The son of Isa- 
belino, which ranks with Palais Royal and Grims- 
by as the best ever bred in Chile, has been re- 
tired into the stud, with earnings of more than 
1,200,000 Chilean pesos (about $240,000). 

In the juvenile division the leader is Quemar- 
ropa, by Disarmement out of the crack mare 
Quemazon. He won the Clasico El Estreno. 


Notes from Peru 


OTHING of great importance happened in 

Peruvian racing during the first part of the 
1943 season. After *Meissen and Leonardo dis- 
appeared from the San Felipe race course at 
Lima [*Meissen came to the United States, where 
he raced far below his South American form and 
this year arrangements were made to return him 
to Peru], not a great deal was left. Of course El 
Vino, by Colbert, has shown considerable ability, 
but he has a great deal more to do before he 
can be called a high-class horse. He won the 
Clasico Apertura, at 1,700 meters, beating Sena- 
dor two lengths with Caustica third, and he met 
his old rival, Prevision, with Cantaor third. El

Felipe, up to 2,400 meters, but some observers 
think he is not a good stayer, while Prevision is, 
However, I can not follow the argument. On 
pedigree they are almost equal from this view- 
point, and in the races it seems to me that El 
Vino stays better. 

Without having to meet his dangerous half- 
brother, Prevision won a clasico easily on June 
6 at San Felipe, beating Pin Pin and Pibe at 2,000 
meters. Another interesting race was a clasico 
at 2,000 meters in which Essence, by Electron, 
won from the good veterans Pulgarin and Paler- 
mo. 


Brazil's New Crop 


HE juvenile division in Brazil is a most prom- 

ising one. In contrast to what has happened 
in Argentina and Uruguay, the leaders are al- 
most exactly in the ranking made during their 
early 2-year-old careers. They begin racing in 
Brazil, now, before they do in other South Ameri- 
can countries, and of course are 3-years-olds after 
July 1. 

There were nine starters for the first stakes 
for 2-year-olds, the Classico Raphael de Barros 
Filho, at Cidade Jardim February 14, at 800 
meters, and the favorite was the entry of El Faro 
and Extra Day, which ran one-two as named, 
with Corruxa, Darbolito, and others following. 
The winner is by Bosphore. A week later the 
fillies got their initial stakes outing in the Classi- 
co Eleuterio Prado, also at 800 meters, and the 
race ended in a dead heat between Alinhada, by 
Misuri, and Balalaika, by Luminar, with Alraune 
third. At Gavea the first 2-year-old stakes was 
the Classico Paul Mauge, at 1,000 meters, on the 
first Sunday in April, and Ever Ready won easily 
from Grilo, with Golias third and last. Ever Ready 
is a son of the great Santarem, and a grandson 
of the North American-bred Novelty. [For Nov- 
elty’s history, see THE BLOOD-HORSE, October 9, 
page 428. | 

El Faro was back in action at Cidade Jardim 
on April 11, seeking the Classico Tiradentes at 
1,000 meters. In the field was Balalaika, but 
she could do no better than third, with El Faro 
running in front to win from Caboclinho. On 
May 16 El Faro came out for his third start in 
the Classico Criacao Paulista, at 1,200 meters, 
and won by many lengths, beating Caboclinho 
and Corruxa in Brazilian record time of 1:10. It 
was an amazing performance, and as a sprinter 
at least he must be something special. 

While El Faro was making his reputation at 
Cidade Jardim, Ever Ready was doing the same 
thing at Gavea. On April 25 he started for the 
Classico Costa Ferraz, at 1,000 meters, and ap- 
parently scared everything out of the race but 
the leading filly Sibelita, which he beat by a 
length with speed in reserve. 

The other developments at Gavea were Egarlo, 
by Nino, and Gladiador, by Royal Dancer. Egarlo 
won the Classico Raul de Carvalo, at 1,200 meters, 
beating the favored Daker, by Bosphore, with 
Dynazit third, and he had already won his only 
other start. Gladiador, marked particularly be- 
cause of his 116,000-cruziero price at the 1942 
Gavea sale (nearly $7,000, and a record for Bra- 
zil), won his first race easily, and on June 12 
he met the unbeaten Egarlo and others in the 
Classico Jose Carlos de Figueiredo, at 1,400 
meters. He won with speed in reserve, with Da- 
ker second and Grilo third, and Egario a disap- 
pointing eighth. On June 26, however, he met 
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his Waterloo, in the Classico Pereira Lima, at 1,- 
400 meters, when Grilo challenged entering the 
stretch and beat him a half-length, with Big Den 
third, Dakar and Egarlo unplaced. Grilo, like 
Gladiador, is a son of Royal Dancer. 

With El Faro not in action, his stablemate Ex- 
tra Dry, by Chirgwin, took his place rather well. 
On June 6 he won the Classico Outono, at 1,400 
meters, beating the good filly Alraune, with 
Caboclinho third. On June 20 he was out again 
to win the Classico Firmiano Pinto, at 1,400 
meters, carrying top weight of 129.8 pounds and 
winning by a length and a half from Caimao, 
with Caboclinho third and last. 

On July 4 the Tintoretto colt Duncan won the 
Classico Juliano Martins, at 1,500 meters, from 
a weak field, and a week later he was beaten to 
third in the Classico Jose de Souza Queiroz, at 
1,500 meters, by Egipcio, by Formasterus, and 
Caboclinho. Egipcio had started only once be- 
fore, winning easily, and with this he became a 
fit rival for El Faro, Ever Ready, Extra Dry, and 
Gladiador. 

Meanwhile the fillies were settling their rank- 
ings. On May 23 at Gavea the Classico Barao de 
Piracicaba, at 1,200 meters, went to Sibelita, by 
Luminar, which beat Balalaika (also by Lumi- 
nar), and others, the two daughters of Luminar 
having a rousing struggle through the stretch. 
On June 13 Balalaika returned to action in the 
Classico Luiz Alves, at 1,400 meters, and she won 
by a head from the improving Eleita, by Bos- 
phore, with Durak third. She met Eleita again 
in the Classico F. V. de Paula Machado at Cidade 
Jardim, and this time the Bosphore filly beat her 
three parts of a length, with Primeirain third. 

Eleita did not go to Gavea for the important 
Classico Luiz Alves de Almeida, at 1,400 meters, 
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against the others of her division, and in this 
Sibelita scored again under top weight of 123.2 
pounds, beating Mabel, Alraune, Querencia, Von- 
tade, Balalaika, and others. 

These results must be taken as preliminary 
clashes among the top juveniles, with the most 
important races still to come, between August 
and December. Among the colts the three un- 
beaten ones are Ever Ready, El Faro, and Egip- 
tico, as well as another colt, Estheta, whose wins 
were scored in unimportant races, and Gladia- 
dor, Grilo, Egarlo, and Daker make up the rest 
of the first flight. The fillies, I think, are some 
12 pounds under the colts. Sibelita is the leader, 
of course, but Eleita, Mabel, Alraune, Querencia, 
and Balalaika must also be highly considered.
